County Faces $654,000 ft now Deficit

KINGSTON 
Ulster County u ill reportedly 
lose about $654,000 over the next 
five years if it continues to con­ 
tract. with tin* state for the plow­ 


ing, salting and sanding of state 
roads within the county. The 
Freeman has learned. 
The consulting firm of liana 
Walt Associates which has been 
engaged by the county to make 
a cost analysis of the County 
Highway Department operation 
for the state is expected to rec­ 
ommend three alternatives to 
the present plan: 


1. Discontinue its contract with 
the state in 1970. 
2. Phase out the program over 
a three year period. 
;i. Phase out the program o v r 
a five-year period. 
It is believed Ulster County is 
the first in the state to run .» 
cost analysis of such an opera­ 
tion. 
Hanawalt, 
who was 
author 
ized to undertake the study last 
May at a cost of about $10,000, 
is expected to make its report 
available toward the end of the 
month. 
Walter McDonald of the State 
Transportation Department told 
The Freeman that it is the pol­ 


icy of the state to give tin- coun­ 
ties the “ first 
crack” at 
the 
road contract and if they are 
not 
interested

the state.

Uptown Parking Plan 


The responsibilities and challenges of running the 
City of Kingston must be candidly faced up to by m em ­ 
bers of the Common Council. Aldermen as well as other 
officials must demonstrate a sincere concern for the 
betterment of Kingston if they are to justify holding 
office. 
Among the critical issues up for decision by the alder­ 
men will be the proposed Ulster Arterial. Final design 
plans for this new highway through Kingston are ex­ 
pected to be submitted early next year. 
Up for immediate decision is another issue of trem en­ 
dous importance to the community. It is the car parking 
plan in the North Front Street area. Mayor Garraghan 
proposes that the Common Council rescind its approval 
of the use of $760.000 in state funds to build a parking 
garage at the head of North Front Street and instead 
fill in the area at a cost of $65.000. 
It is to be presumed that before the Common Coun­ 
cil's Urban Renewal Committee submitted its recom­ 
mendation for the erection of the parking garage, that 
the members thoroughly investigated the proposition. 
It also is to be taken for granted that Mayor Garraghan 
before signing it gave some thought to the Uptown 
parking structure, which also was recommended by 
professional city planners and Urban Renewal officials. 
If so. why does the mayor now want the Council to 
rescind its approval? 
Action such as this only produces lack of initiative, 
backpeddling and confusion and strains the credibility 
of the people. 
If we are to build a strong, progressive city, where 
the business people as well as the other folks stand a 
fair chance, there must be greater rapport between the 
Council and the Mayor. Better communication on both 
sides can only help the city and. of course, the people. 


Best Route to School 


In an endeavor to protect school children from 
accidents, the Automobile Club of New York has issued 
a pamphlet titled the “ Best Route to School.” 
The 
leaflet urges parents to map the safest route to school 
in advance and then go over the route with the young­ 
ster until it is learned. 
Included in the suggestions for safeguarding your 
child are the following: 
Cross only at corners. Observance of this rule elimi­ 
nates the dangerous practice of “ jaywalking.” 
Play away from traffic. 
Playing on the street is 
one of the largest causes of child accidents. 
Be doubly alert on rainy days. Special care is neces­ 
sary to counteract the difficulty of seeing clearly on 
rainy days. 
Obey the authorities. 
Police officers, adult crossing 
guards and safety patrol members should be obeyed at 
all times. 
Your child's safety to and from school will depend to 
a

Brunt of Inflation Fight 


The skies fell on the Goverors of the 50 states when 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew told them that the ad­ 
ministration will slash federal construction plans in the 
coming months in order to curb inflation. They had set 
aside their individual criticisms of the tax sharing for­ 
mula President Nixon had set before them, but endorsed 
a plan similar in its essentials to his. 
While the Governors were disposed to go along with 
the federal administration, because they recognized that 
the war on inflation must be won if revenue sharing or 
any other financial aid was to be meaningful, they did 
not hide their disappointment at the proposed cutbacks: 
% per cent cuts in federal construction projects-post 
offices, federal buildings and reclamation projects; and 
75 per cent cuts in planned federal state projects, includ 
ing highways, hospitals, schools, and sanitation facilities. 
As Republican Governor Tom McCall of Oregon said 
ruefully. "This would stop inflation, but it might also 
stop the economy in its tracks.” 
On the other hand. 
Democratic Gov. Richard J. Hughes of New Jersey 
allowed that “ It would be grossly unfair for governors 
to complain about the impact of inflation on state budgets 
and then complain in advance when the President tried 
to do something about it.” 
Hughes’ view carried the day. The Governors joined 
county and city officials in endorsing the Nixon tax shar 
ing plan, which should help it through a skeptical Con 
gress. But they pleaded for tax free municipal and state 
bonds, to avoid a setback that could overshadow posi­ 
tive proposals for easing their fiscal crisis for years to 
come. 
They have a very important point and should 
be granted the right to issue tax free debentures.

of the family. Planning pur­ 
chases before you go to the 
store can 
help meet these 
goals. 
Food shopping should be a 
wise selection of good buys. 
A shopping list can help to 
save time, money, and ener­ 
gy. The preplanning that a 
list 
requires can 
help

shopper to stay within the 
budget allowed for food by 
striking

balance between 
more and less costly foods. A 
list helps to cut down on im 
pulse purchases, like costly, 
out of season fruits or some 
snack foods that add little to 
a good diet but must to the 
food hill. A written list helps 
to include a selection of foods 
that a family needs nutrition­ 
ally. not a haphazard collec 
turn. Having a shopping list 
can

Where to begin 
Armchair 
marketing

to the market and make some 
tentative decisions at home. 
Count the number of break­ 
fasts. lunches, dinners, and 
snacks, and the number of 
people to be fed at each meal, 
from one shopping trip to the 
next. Follow one of the food 
guides that recommend the 
kinds of foods that should be 
eaten each day.

vitamin A. Whole grain and 
enriched breads and cereals, 
macaroni products, and rice 
provide many nutrients at low 
cost. 
Know tin 
amount of food 
that each family member re­ 
quires for good health.

physical 
activity of the person. 
Use serv ing per unit guides 
or your experience to know 
the amount of food to buy to 
give each person an average 
serving. Some family mem­ 
bers eat more than an aver­ 
age '-erving: this should be 
counted in when figuring how 
much to buy.

To save time 
Keep a pad
